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Melton Mowbray is a picturesque country town of 
1 considerable antiquity, which derives its name from the 
| powerful Mowbray family. It is famous as a hunting 
: centre, and for the manufacture of Stilton cheeses and 
! pork pies. In addition to the beautiful Parish Church 
: there are a number of old houses in the town, a typical 
! example being—Anne of Cleves’ House shown in the 
: picture. 
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
